WASHING WOOLENS

All water should be of the same 
temperature about 110 degrees Fahr­ 
enheit.

All rubbing or twisting should br 
eliminated.

Only mild soaps (containing no al­ 
kali) should be used.

Soaps should be used in solution  
to prevent rubbing.

Borax and ammonia may be used to 
soften the water, as they are too mild 
to injure wools.

Cottons embroidered in wool will 
have to be washed as woolens. Dry 
wool garments In a moderate tem­ 
perature not In the sun and do not 
allow them to freeze. Sun burns the 
white wool; freezing causes shrinkage

Woolen garments should be stretched 
and shaped.
